For Kennedy this seems to 
mean that, unless there is an un­ 
forseen change ip the political 
weather, he is going to get some­ 
thing less than he asks on almost 
every major proposal laid before

No one expects Kennedy to take 
lying down the defeat he suffered 
last Friday when a House coali­ 
tion (rf Republicans and Southern 
Democrats killed an administra­ 
tion compromis** on the minimum 
wage bill by one vote.

But the 216-203 roll call vote by 
which a Republican alternative 
proposal was approved showed 
Kennedy what he probably can 
expect in the House on many is­ 
sues. 
The President's obvious answer 
will bt* to put all the pressure he 
can mount on the Senate to get 
his version adopted there 
Kennedy already has shown in 
some other instances a readiness 
to send Cabinet members into ac­ 
tion, to call governors on the tel­ 
ephone to urge them to enlist the 
support of their senators in his 
cause and to use his personal 
powers of persuasion with his for­ 
mer colleagues. 
Vice President Lyndon B John­ 
son appear* to have launched an­ 
other phase of this with a call on 
Democrats to rally party support 
for the President. 
"M U ST H A VE SU PPO R T " 
In a frankly partisan speech at 
a Louisville. Ky . Jefferson-Jack- 
son Day dinner, Johnson said 
Kennedy mu«4 have “the knowl­

William T. Crisp, attorney and

have to expand your plant as the 
years go by and that means you 
are going to have to get the cap­ 
ital somewhere to do it Hie only 
good business way to do it is by 
borrowing. 
“And the only sensible place to 
borrow it from is the REA. You 
should be concerned that the gov 
emment continues the REA anc 
continues the interest rate you 
pay at two per cern. Your opera 
lion made a profit of $51,390 last 
year, according to your annual 
report. It’s the amount listed as 
patronage capital. You paid $51,

in the hole.” 
REPORT PAY RATES 
Distribution was made of a 
listing of the hourly rates paid the 
cooperative employes. Those listed 
as 
management, from 
general 
manager, office manager, 
line 
superintendent, district manager, 
public relations advisor and staff 
assistant received wages ranging 
from $3.17 per hour to $4.80 per 
hour—the amount paid the gen­ 
eral manager. Cerioal help was 
paid from $1.31 to $2.11 per hour 
“Trades and crafts” — linesmen 
dispatchers, etc.—were paid from 
$1.25 to $2.91 per hour. The co­ 
operative board held that the man­ 
agement employes are paid for 
40-hour week whether they work 
40 hours of “24 hours a day 
seven days a week.” The cooper­ 
ative has 34 employes, six in man 
agement positions, nine clerica 
and 19 in “trades and crafts.’ 
Manager Kershaw reported that 
a National Labor Relations Board 
election was held March 17 con 
cerning unionization of employes 
“Of the 20 eligible to vote, 19 
voted and 18 voted for the union 
.As a result we shall shortly start 
negotiations with the union.” 
PROXIES QUESTIONED 
Secretary W. Kyle Trout, Stew 
artstown, reported 452 were eligi 
ble to vote at the meeting Sat 
urday. Of that 266 votes were 
those of persons present and 186 
were proxies. About 800 members 
wives and children attended the 
session. 
One member asked why em 
ployes of the oopperative should 
have been seeking proxies. Man 
ager Kershaw said that rf the 
questioner would give him the 
name of the employe “he’ll be 
fired by evening.” Others then 
held that if an employe was 
member of the cooperative he 
would have a right to solicit 
proxies provided he did it on his 
own time. Kershaw then agreed 
that a member, even though an 
employe, could solicit proxies— 
‘but not on company time.” 
The annual report showed the 
cooperative borrowed $237,049 dur­ 
ing the last year. According to the 
report, the total amount borrowed 
as of December 31, 1959, was 
$3,173,862.71; 
the total 
amount 
borrowed as of December 31, 1960, 
was $3,410,912.40. The cooperative 
paid off $82,918.60 on the principal 
of the debt during the year. Since 
its establishment it has paid off 
$743,034.28 on principal and its 
debt now is $2,667,878.12, 
FINANCIAL REPORT 
Assets of the cooperative were 
listed as worth $3,342,647.64 (rf 
which $2,368,128.13 represents lines 
and substations ami $149,443 build­ 
ings and land. 
Current assets were listed as 
worth $723,370 including $123,772 
cash in bank at the end of the 
year. $361,860 invested in govern 
ment bonds and $101,969 in ma­ 
terial and supplies inventory. 
Income for the year totaled 
$807,351. Expenses were $744,032 03 
of which $102,060 was listed as de­ 
preciation; $585,565 operating ex­ 
penses, $5,009 taxes, and $51,397.20 
interest on the government loan. 
The operating expense of $585, 
565 included $367,376 as cost of 
power purchased by the coopera 
tive. 
POWER COST IS HIGH 
Crisp told the cooperative mem 
hers they are paying a higher 
rate than many cooperatives for 
the power they purchase, but said: 
“The 
Potomac 
River may be 
harnessed. There is much power 
potential there and you have 
preferred right to buy that power. 
At present you are limited as to 
where you can obtain supplies. 
That is one reason for the higher 
rate.” 
The report showed operations 
cost $90,182; maintenance. $21,956; 
consumer accounting and collect­ 
ing. $28,170; general office sal­ 
aries and expense. $31,486; demon­ 
stration and other, $19,242; spe­ 
cial services, auditing and legal, 
$1,600; insurance $1,874; employe 
welfare expenses and insurance, 
$13,278; general expense, $6,086; 
directors’ fees and expense, $4,* 
312. 
G RILLED ON EXPENSE 
In response to a question con­ 
cerning the cost of attendance at 
the national convention at Dallas, 
Texas, President Miller reported 
that $1,296.27 was paid to send 
four directors to the convention 
and $399.76 to send two mem­ 
bers of the office force. President 
Miller held that “the only way 
to get the information we need 
to mn your cooperative is to at­ 
tend these national conventions. 
In addition we are urged to do so 
by the national organization.” The 
questioner responded, ’’It would 
be OK if national paid for it. but 
a lot of people kl your coopera­ 
tive make only $50 a week.” 
Miller responded: “It isn’t that we 
want to make the trip.

NEW YORK (AP) - It costs 
more a1 the time to be sick. The 
nation's bill for trying to keep 
well also goes steadily higher. 
Catering to the health market is 
a fast growing, robust but ever 
changing industry. 
People demand more medical 
and hospital care—and pay for it. 
This segment of the cost of living 
index has made the fastest growth 
in the last decade. Medical care 
costs are now put at 159.4 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average, for a 
gain of 4.7 per cent in 12 months. 
The nation’s hospitals collect 
more each year from an increas­ 
ing total of patients. The hospitals 
also spend more each year on 
supplies and for the latest equip­ 
ment which modern medicine and 
surgery increasingly demands. 
BIG M AR K ET 
Sales of health needs plus hos­ 
pital supplies are now estimated 
at $30 billion a year. Of this the 
nation's 7.000 hospitals themselves 
spend about one-third. 
That's the market for which a 
growing number of companies are 
competing, bolstered by medical 
research which comes up with 
new devices and new methods. 
Example: 
American 
Hospital 
Supply Corporation in two years 
has captured a large part of the 
hypodermic needle market with 
a disposable plastic one. Exam­ 
ple: American Cyanamid reports 
large sales of a packaged, pre­ 
threaded needle and suture. 
LATEX FOAM USES 
A disposable 
plastic handled 
scalpel is being tested. Already in 
use are such disposable devices as 
surgical masks, 
gloves, gowns, 
drapes, basins and bedpans. 
Latex foam has made a big in­ 
road on the hospital and nursing 
home market in the form of mat­ 
tresses and sheets or pads for spe­ 
cial patient care. 
The Latex Foam Rubber Coun­ 
cil also reports this product in use 
for stretcher pads, respirator pro­ 
tection, arm boards and posturing 
devices. For nursing care of pa­ 
tients with limited grasp latex 
foam sheeting one-half to one inch 
thick is wrapped around eating 
utensils, toothbrushes, c o m b s , 
pens and pencils. 
A IR C O N D IT IO N ED HOSPITALS 
American Seating Co., now ex­ 
panding into hospital room furni­ 
ture, expects this market to be­ 
come its second largest, after 
school equipment by 1963. 
Carrier Corporation says that 13 
per cern of the nation’s hospitals 
are air-conditioned today. It pre­ 
dicts 40 per cent will be by the 
end of the decade. Carrier is 
eager to help this along. 
Automation 
is 
making giant 
strides in hospitals as well as in' 
factories and offices. 
There is an expanding market 
for intereome equipment, record­ 
keeping systems and motorized 
push-button beds that can be op­ 
erated by the patient. 
QUITE AN INDUSTRY 
Remington Rand estimates its 
medical instrumentation sales will 
double by 1965. Dictograph Prod­ 
ucts sees a rise of 150 pre cent 
for i n t e r n a l communications 
equipment sales to hospitals and 
doctors within four years. Minne- 
apolis-Honeywell counts on a five­ 
fold increase in its medical instru­ 
mentation sales by the middle of 
the decade. 
Many hospitals are installing in­ 
dividual intercoms to let a patient 
talk directly to a nursing station. 
Many are turning to methods of 
using grouping patient care under 
one nurse. 
In one New York hospital a 
nurse can check the tempera­ 
tures, heart rates and respira­ 
tions of 17 patients without leav­ 
ing her desk-con sole. 
Health and medical gadgets are 
1 quite an industry—and costly.
